Several tours of the City still reveal many 
piles of debris composed of lawn clippings, 
leaves, weeds, and prunings thrown on the 
street outside the walls surrounding many 
properties. 


Perhaps your gardeners or other employ­ 
ees do not understand th a t it is a violation of 
the ordinance, punishable by fine, to put this 
waste m atter in the street unless in a con­ 
tainer to be hauled away on your regular col­ 
lection day, or to be hauled away by private 
contract if the rubbish is too large for your 
container. 
Will you please make it a point to discuss 
this m atter with your gardener and ask him 
to join with us in observing all the regulations 
embodied in Ordinance Eighteen (18) . 


And may we remind you th at it is obliga­ 
tory to have metal containers for both your 
garbage and trash?

T he compact little set was cus­ 
tom built especially for the local 
organizations and weighs bu t 23 
pounds complete including b a t­ 
teries, carrying straps and all. It 
was designed specially for p ack­ 
ing on a m an’s back into 
the 
steep, rocky m ountains of this 
region. It operates on power sup­ 
plied by dry cell batteries, and a 
new set of batteries for the com­ 
bination sending and 
receiving 
outfit costs but $4.50. 
The set operates on a 
fre­ 
quency of 21,100 kilocycles ,the 
sam e as station KQAS of the 
Palm Springs police departm ent, 
of w hich it is another unit. The 
transm itter has two w atts 
of 
pow er output. 
The set was tested in the m oun­ 
tains near B everly Hills before 
being brought to Palm Springs, 
and it was found th at a tw o-w ay 
conversation could be carried on 
very satisfactorily at a distance 
of 10 miles from th e home sta­ 
tion. The outfit w as also tested 
from up in L ittle Tuscany T ract 
M onday, and a tw o-w ay conver­ 
sation was carried on from there 
w ith KQAS at the police station 
T he Rescue C lub and the local 
police departm ent have applied 
to th e Federal Radio Comm is­ 
sion for a perm it to operate the 
new portable sending and receiv­ 
ing set. 
In case of em ergency this p o rt­ 
able outfit can be placed in a 
car, thus giving the local police 
another radio patrol car on a 
m inute’s notice.

A survey showed th a t there 
are no S. R. A. w orkm en in Palm 
Springs w ith the exception of one 
that has worked interm ittently on 
public projects here for th e city. 
Hitchcock 
told 
city 
officials 
that there is a surplus of S. R. A. 
w orkm en in Banning and Indio, 
and th at these m en can be used 
in Palm Springs if the city will 
pay for their trasportation to and 
from Banning. C ity officials de­ 
cided to try five S. R. A. work­ 
m en from Banning, and th ey will 
go to w ork here in a few days. 
If and w hen any locals go on the 
relief rolls, they will im m ediate­ 
ly replace the out-of-tow n work­ 
men. 
The purpose of the S. R. A. is 
to furnish work to persons on the 
state relief rolls. The w orkm en to 
be brought to Palm Springs are 
common laborers in non-com pet­ 
ing lines of work and th ey will 
not do w ork th at could be done 
by local labor. 
These S. R. A. w orkm en will 
do work on public property here 
that the city could not afford to 
have done if it had to pay full 
rate for the labor. These labor­ 
ers are paid 50 cents an hour, of 
w hich the city only pays 15 per 
cent. The rest is paid by the 
state. The m aterials and tools, 
however, are furnished b y 
the 
city. The S. R. A. men w ill be 
used first to complete th e walk 
along the west side of Indian 
avenue opposite th e Indian baths. 
Then they will be put to work 
rem oving dead trees and cleaning 
out flood channels.

GOLF TOURNEY 
RULES 
Following are printed the rules 
governing the Fifth A nnual Palm 
Springs Invitational Golf C ham ­ 
pionship. 
An attem pt is made 
here to bring out all rules that 
might come up during a match, 
starting at num ber one hole and 
going around the course: 
No. 1 
hole—Out-of-bounds to 
the 
right, penalty, loss of dis­ 
tance only (this m eans play two 
from the tee). Play w inter golf 
(tee w ith club head only). Tree 
basins, lift w ithout penalty, two 
club lengths and have a free, 
clear shot to the hole. All other 
trees, w ithout basins, play ball as 
it lies. B all lodging in palm trees 
or any other trees, count as un­ 
playable, and player may drop 
with two strokes penalty, and 
have free clear shot to the pin. 
Players may clean ball on the 
green. In case the ball lodges in 
divot hole on green, lift and place 
as close as possible, not changing 
the line of putt. Ball going over 
No. 1 green m ust be played, as i 
it is not out of bounds. 
No. 2 hole—Out-of-bounds to 
the right, loss of distance o n ly ., 
Tree basins or rose bushes, lift 
without 
penalty, straight back, 
keeping the same line of flight 
to the hole. Ball in the road 
crossing the fairway, lift w ithout 
penalty and place according 
to 
which half of the road it is on. 
Ball landing in the residence on 
No. 2 fairw ay, lift straight out, 
no penalty. 
No. 3 hole—Observe 
out-of­ 
bounds rule and tree basin rule. 
Stakes govern the boundary line. 
No. 4 hole—Players are asked 
to kindly put in force the follow­ 
ing rule: A fter all players have 
approached the green, please step 
to the back of the green and in­ 
vite the approaching m atch 
to 
drive. This will save about 15 
minutes in playing tim e for the 
nine holes and relieve conges­ 
tion. The caddies have instruc­ 
tions to m ention this to the play­ 
ers. Please abide by this. O ut-of­ 
bounds m akes this hole, m arked 
by stakes. Ball in rose bushes, lift 
without penalty and place ac­ 
cording to which side of the ba­ 
sin it stops. Same for ball in the 
road back of the green. Tree ba­ 
sin rule applies on this hole. 
No. 5 hole — B all in rocks. 
Counted 
as out-of-bounds, 
and 
ball m ay be re-teed. 
Road and 
rose bush rule are the same as 
hole four. 
No. 6 hole—Tree basins to the 
left have been discontinued, ball 
must be played as it lies. O ut-of­ 
bounds to the right all the way 
down the fairway. Ball hitting 
the tree in center of No. 6 fair­ 
way, may be teed w ith club head, 
but the line of flight m ust be 
kept the same. Ball lodging near 
trees 
guarding 
green m ust be 
played as it lies. 
No. 7 hole—All previous rules 
are in force here. Players are re­ 
quested to follow the rule which 
is in effect on N um ber 4 hole, 
namely, invite the approaching 
match to drive w hen all balls 
are on the green. It is also good 
golf etiquette to allow the m atch 
driving on num ber 8 tee, to drive 
before crossing in front of them. 
No. 
8 hole—O ut-of-bounds to 
the left, first stake underneath 
tree and this continues all the 
way to the last stakes near the 
green. Ball going to the right, 
towards the club house or in the 
palms surrounding the putting 
green, m ay be lifted directly out 
in the fairway, giving the golfer 
a free shot. Ball on putting green 
or in trap back of num ber nine 
green, m ay be lifted out to num ­ 
ber eight fairway, not nearer the 
hole, and no penalty. Ball in the 
trap at right side of num ber nine 
green m ust be played. Play ball 
as it lies from the palm trees 
around num ber nine green, 
al­ 
though one is still playing the 
eight hole. 
No. 9 hole—Player could hook 
out-of-bounds 
from 
nine 
tee 
across num ber one fairw ay. All 
local rules apply on this hole. 
Ball over the green on practice 
putting green must be lifted and 
placed to the right, not nearer 
the hole.

More Historic Guns 


fo Collection Here 


A rare Sharps carbine saddle 
rifle of the model th at played an 
im portant p art in the history of 
Kansas during the Civil War p e­ 
riod and several other interest­ 
ing old guns have recently been 
added to H arry M ann's fine col­ 
lection of antique firearm s 
on 
display at the Sportsm en's H ead­ 
quarters .22 Rifle .Range on North 
Palm Canyon Drive. 
In pioneer days 
this mode 
Sharps carbine was often 
re ­ 
ferred 
to 
as 
“John 
Brown's 
Sharps” or “B eecher’s Bible." The 
titie 
"B eecher’s 
Bible” 
came 
abo it during the hectic days be­ 
fore the Civil W ar when 
the 
N otth and South w ere squab­ 
bling over the admission of K an­ 
sas as a state, the N orth w anting 
Kansas as a free state, the South 
as a slave state. It was during 
this period when Q uantrell and 
his "border ruffians” were hold­ 
ing their bloody raids that the 
famous Rev. Henry W ard Beech­ 
er was especially active for the 
North's cause; and it was through 
his efforts th at a num ber of crates 
of this model Sharps carbine were 
smuggled into Kansas to arm the 
first volunteer cavalry of t h a t 
state. The hum orous part of the 
smuggling 
of these 
guns 
into 
Kansas was that the crates w ere 
labeled “Bibles,” and a layer of 
Bibles was placed on top of the 
guns to avoid detection. Thus the 
Sharps carbine gained the name 
“Beecher’s Bible.” 
The 
t i t l e 
John 
Brown's 
Sharps" w as attached to the ca r­ 
bine because of the fact that John 
Brown and his followers were 
arm ed w ith Sharps carbines w hen 
they m ade their historic raid on 
H arper's Ferry arsenal. Several 
hundred of the carbines 
w ere 
taken from them w hen they w ere 
captured later at Tabor. Iowa. 
A nother old gun, a recent addi­ 
tion to the H arry M ann collec­ 
tion, that attracts much a tte n ­ 
tion is an old Spanish m ilitary 
blunderbuss in use during t h e 
1600s. This type of blunderbuss 
was used by the Spanish in their 
conquest of Mexico. This huge old 
gun weighs some 15 pounds and 
has a bore m easuring over one 
inch in diam eter w ith a three and 
one-half inch flare a t the end of 
the muzzle. It was used in the 
1600s much the sam e as our law 
officials use the “saw ed-off sh o t­ 
gun" today, for short range shoot­ 
ing. The conquestadores w ere not 
at all particular w hat they load­ 
ed into the blunderbuss, w hether 
it was a handful of regulation 
lead balls, scraps of iron or ju st 
rocks picked up from the ground, 
for all proved equally disastrous 
w henever the Spanish 
soldiers 
would fire into a group of inrib- 
ccnt Aztecs. 
H arry M ann is a well know n 
Southern California gun collec­ 
tor, and visitors are alw ays w el­ 
come to call at his rifle range on 
N orth Palm Canyon Drive, oppo­ 
site the fire station to see his very 
fine, large collection of ancient 
firearm s on display there.

Clears Father In 


Coble Death 


D istrict Attorney E arl Redw ine 
disclosed last week th at his p er­ 
sonal investigations had proven 
to him that Norman Coble, b ro th ­ 
er of Ferdinand Coble, convicted 
slayer of his father, John Coble, 
came to his death by n atu ral 
means and not by being choked 
to death by the elder Coble as 
was alleged in court by w itness­ 
es. 
T, L. Vogelaar of Bellflow er ac­ 
tually saw Norman in the throes 
of an epileptic seizure, 
w hich 
was declared the cause of death 
by both Dr. Chilcott of San J a ­ 
cinto, and Dr. Joseph F. Sm ith 
of Palm Springs. Norman died at 
Pine Cove on June 22, 1933. 
The 19-year-old youth, accom ­ 
panied to the m ountains by his 
father, was eating lunch w hen 
the attack came and he strangled 
to death on the food he was then 
masticating, Redwine said he w as 
told by Dr. Chilcott. 
Ferdinand Coble and m em bers 
of his fam ily all testified that the 
father had oft-times told them of 
having choked Norman to death 
“with my bare hands,” and it w as 
because of this that Ferdinand 
said he feared for the safety of 
his sister and m other and so w as 
led to shoot his father. 
No plausible explanation can 
be made for the older Coble m a k ­ 
ing such a claim, said the district 
attorney, but it appears likely 
that the father, attem pting 
to 
“keep his children in line,” told 
the story of killing N orm an to 
m ake his children fear him and 
thus 
m aintain 
discipline 
over 
them, Redwine added.

Temporary Revenue 


Offices Opened 


W ith the approach of M arch 
15th, deadline for filing Federal 
Incom e Tax returns for 
1939, 
Collector 
of 
Internal 
Revenue 
N at Rogan today completed a r ­ 
rangem ents to open tem porary 
branch offices in 70 com m unities 
in Southern California. D eputy 
C ollectors will be assigned 
to 
these offices, as w ell as to 13 
perm anent branches, 
beginning 
F ebruary 5; and residents in and 
around the cities designated w ill 
be able to file returns, pay taxes, 
secure advice, and have their sig­ 
natures notarized at no cost. A 
revenue departm ent representa­ 
tive w ill be at the local postoffice 
F ebruary 7 and 8. 
* C ollector Rogan urged taxpay­ 
ers seeking inform ation to do so 
early, and thus avoid the last- 
m inute rush, as w ell as delin­ 
q u e n c y penalties from 5% to 25% 
im posed by law against all re ­ 
turns received after M arch 15th. 
T axpayers were w arned that fail­ 
ure to receive blanks by mail w ill 
not relieve any person from the 
penalties. Forms may be obtained 
on the 11th floor of the New F ed ­ 
eral Building, Los Angeles, or at 
any branch office. 
All single persons, regardless of 
the num ber of dependents, 
or 
their status as head of a family, 
who earned 
a 
net 
income 
of 
$1,000 o r more in 1939, must file 
returns. 
Sim ilarly, 
all m arried 
persons who lived together d u r­ 
ing 1939 and whose combined net 
income was $2,500 or more, m ust 
file returns. 
Em phasis was given by Collec­ 
tor Rogan to the fact that the 
law requires all persons w ith a 
gross income of $5,000 or more in 
1939 to file returns w ithout re ­ 
gard to their m arital status, num ­ 
ber of dependents, or actual net 
income.

Reflex, dated February 22, 1896, 
was recently found in a local 
home.

type, w ithout headlines, 
was the notice that the m urderer 
of a woman teacher on an Indian 
reservation had confessed.

and 
evangelist, 
Sankey, was mentioned as having 
appeared at a large church m eet­ 
ing. 
The touching story of the de­ 
portation of 96 Mexicans, packed 
into a box car and shipped to El 
Paso, because they asserted that 
they could not live on one dollar 
a day and pay higher prices for 
food than was charged the white 
people, occupied a sm all portion 
of an inner page. 
Quotations of food prices were 
a cause for surprise. Coffee, for 
instance, was the sam e price then 
as now. And as for quality—if 
any reader has tasted "Arbuck- 
lcs,” no comment is necessary.

Expand D istrict 
2. The Fire Protection 
district 
could be expanded to include all 
land w ithin the city limits 
of 
Palm Springs. It is quite doubtful 
w hether this could be done be­ 
cause the existing state law docs 
not provide for the inclusion of 
Indian lands w ithin a county fire 
protection district. If the altern a­ 
tive sections of the Indian reser­ 
vation w ere not included, the sec­ 
tions 
ow ned 
by 
the 
"w hites 
would not be 
contiguous 
and 
therefore probably could not be 
bound together in a fire protec­ 
tion district anyway. 
•3. The city could enter into a 
contract w ith the Fire Protection 
district for the fire departm ent, 
in return for a certain yearly fee, 
to fcirnish protection to those p o r­ 
tions of the city not in the d is­ 
trict. This also obviously would 
be unfair. All property w ithin 
the city (except Indian land) is 
taxed to provide funds for the 
city governm ent: and. therefore, 
property w ithin the Fire Protec­ 
tion district would thus be taxed I 
twice for the one purpose, fire I 
protection. 
Dissolve District 
4. The last and most logical so­ 
lution to the unsatisfactory sit­ 
uation that now exists is for the 
voters of the Fire Protection dis­ 
trict to vole to dissolve the dis­ 
trict. As provided for by law, 
the fire departm ent would then

a ghost town. 
The office filing system is ap­ 
proved by national standards. The 
Palm Springs departm ent has a 
personnel of 12 at the present 
time, with a sum m er-tim e level 
of five. 
Chief Bispham cam e to P a l m 
Springs from Los Angeles early 
in February last season to take 
the place of form er C hief of Po­ 
lice Lloyd B oler a /te r the latter 
resigned.

become the property of the city. 
If the fire departm ent is taken 
over by the city, all property in j 
the city would be taxed at the 
same rate to provide fire protec­ 
tion for the entire com m unity— 
which is only fair. This, of course, 
does not include the Indian res­ 
ervation. which has not been tax ­ 
ed by the city or county to date. 
The only land on the local In- j 
dian reservation that is taxed by | 
the county is the one-quarter of 
Section 14 w hich is leased by the 
"w hites” for an airport. 
It was asserted that all incor­ 
porated cities operate their own 
fire departm ents. County fire pro­ 
tection 
districts 
are 
organized 
chiefly to provide fire protection 
for property not lying w ithin an 
incorporated city, and it is gen­ 
erally understood that such dis­ 
tricts will be dissolved w hen the 
areas they serve are taken into 
an incorporated city. Thus it was 
here in Palm Springs. The Palm 
Springs Fire Protection d istric t1 
was formed many years ago to 
furnish fire protection here long 
before this com m unity incorpor­ 
ated. 
Competing D epartm ents 
As it was pointed out by Mayor 
Boyd Monday night, if the situa­ 
tion is to rem ain as it is now, 
sooner or later it will undoubted­ 
ly be necessary for the city to 
organize its own fire departm ent 
to provide fire protection to those 
areas w ithin the city lim its that 
lie outside of the Fire Protection 
district. This would be an unnec­ 
essary duplication of expense and 
effort and a w aste of the taxpay­ 
ers' money. 
It has been generally under­ 
stood for some time th at m em ­ 
bers of the volunteer fire depart­ 
ment 
and the regular firemen 
felt very unfavorably tow ard the 
absorption of the fire departm ent 
by the city; and as it was brought 
to light at the m eeting Monday 
night, this had been true. How­ 
ever, since the firem en have had 
the city's view point clearly ex­ 
plained to them, they now under­ 
stand the involved situation and 
feel m ore kindly tow ard the pro­ 
posed dissolution of the district, 
it is asserted. 
Afraid of Politics 
And the firem en's fears were 
not w ithout some m erit. 
Fire 
Chief Bill Leonesio, the regular 
firemen and volunteer firemen 
have served the com m unity long 
and well. They have built up 
one of the finest sm all fire de­ 
partm ents in the state. In fact, 
Palm Springs and M ontecito are 
considered the two best sm all­ 
town fire departm ents 
in 
the 
state of California in the point of 
equipm ent, training and morale. 
This high standing has been gain­ 
ed only after much hard work 
and long hours of training and 
practice on the part of the volun­ 
teer firemen, who are only paid 
one dollar per month each. The 
m em bers of the fire departm ent 
are proud and jealous of their 
fine departm ent and w ere afraid, 
prior to Monday night, th at if 
the departm ent were absorbed by 
the city, it m ight become a poli­ 
tical football. 
The firem en felt that they had 
everything to lose and nothing to 
gain by the dissolution of the Fire 
D epartm ent district. They were 
afraid if the running of the fire 
departm ent w ere taken out of

Kline, Charles Bosworth and Al- 
vah Hicks, and placed 
in 
the 
hands of a city council, it would 
sooner or later become involved 
in politics and the fire chief's job 
would become a political job. 
Praises Fire D epartm ent 
M ayor Boyd, as a councilm an, 
stated M onday night th at the city 
would be very foolish not to take 
advantage of the experience 
of 
Messrs. 
Bosworth, 
K line 
and 
Hicks, who have served faith fu l­ 
ly for m any years on th e fire 
commission, and that he person­ 
ally hoped th at these m en could 
be retained by the city in an ad ­ 
visory capacity at least. 
The 
M ayor also praised the fine w ork 
of Fire Chief Leonesio and his 
men. and expressed the hope that 
under the city the fire d ep art­ 
m ent can be operated just as in 
the past, unchanged. 
The following procedure will 
have to be followed in order that 
the city may absorb the Fire P ro ­ 
tection district. A petition will 
have to be circulated w ithin the 
F ire Protection district, request­ 
ing that an election be called to 
vote on dissolution of the district. 
This petition will have to be sign­ 
ed by at least 50 people. The 
petition will then be presented to 
the county board of supervisors, 
who will set a date for a hearing 
at which property ow ners of the 
district may be heard. If after 
the hearing they deem it advis­ 
able, the supervisors will set the 
date for an election on the ques­ 
tion. 
Election in May 
It is probable that the district' 
attorney would advise the board 
of supervisors to set the election 
for some tim e betw een May 1 
and July 1. The election would 
have to be held after May 1 
because if the dissolution of the 
district took place prior to the 
apportionm ent of the second-half 
taxes, there would be some ques­ 
tion as to w hether o r not the 
county would turn the tax m on­ 
ies colleced for the district over 
to the city. Also, the election 
would have to be called prior to 
Ju ly 1 in order that the city could 
set up a fund for the fire d ep art­ 
m ent in its budget for the next 
fiscal year. 
The election will 
probably be held the m iddle of 
May. 
If the election for the dissolu­ 
tion of the d istrict carries, it is 
provided for in the law that the 
assets of the fire protection dis­ 
trict would be transferred to the 
city. 
A bout 20 m en attended the an ­ 
nual firem en's dinner on Monday 
night. The delicious steak dinner 
was cooked by V olunteer Firem an 
Bob Faubian. 
Police Election Also 
The Palm Springs Police P ro ­ 
tection district, which also does 
not include all the area w ithin 
the city limits, will probably hold 
an election this spring to vote on 
the question of dissolution. 
If 
th at election carries, the police 
departm ent w ill be absorbed by 
the city. This election w ill also 
probably be held in May.

And in response to this "proc­ 
lam ation” the Legislature is now 
in Sacram ento, for a special ses­ 
sion which w ill 
be 
one of the 
most interesting in recent years. 
We had letters from the Governor 
about ten days ago, setting the 
date, and last week w e received 
tentative lists of subjects, to be 
placed before us. 
The list contained 53 items. Be­ 
fore the mem bers had recovered 
from the shock of 
th at list, we 
received, last Saturday, an “am ­ 
ended'’ list, showing 
64 
items. 
Today, at 10 o'clock, 
upon con­ 
vening. the "Call" was formally 
handed us. the final list showing 
the 64 items in the previous te n ­ 
tative list. 
Special sessions are called for 
emergencies; because “an e x tra­ 
ordinary 
occasion 
has 
arisen.” 
W hen we m eet for the em ergen­ 
cy, it is custom ary 
to act upon 
other m atters, not strictly em er­ 
gency, but these are custom arily 
non-controversial — for exam ple, 
validation acts” or other more or 
less 
routine 
m atters. 
Special 
sessions have rarely if ever been 
used simply to 
present 
to the 
Legislature 
the 
same 
m atters 
which w ere fully 
discussed and 
acted upon m the regular session, 
or m atters which could w ait until 
th e next regular session. We live 
under a representative and dem ­ 
ocratic form of governm ent, and 
the people have 
a 
right to be 
heard and expect the protection 
of this right. 
Practically, 116 m em bers of the 
Legislature have come to Sacra­ 
mento, w ith 
no 
additional pay 
o ther than m ileage; w ith a much 
reduced allowance for th e neces­ 
sary clerks and 
other 
attaches, 
and little or no 
money for the 
routine expenses of a session. To 
set up this m achinery would take 
days, and to hold public hearings 
would take w eeks, 
and to hold 
w h at am ounts to a regular session 
under th e conditions of a special 
session is practically impossible. 
C onsider the call: 
Item 1 asks 
for an appropriation for th e SRA 
to finance the relief cost for the 
rem aining 17 m onths: item 2 asks 
for new and increased taxes. The 
rem aining 62 item s cover subjects 
ranging from th e validation acts 
already m entioned, through a list 
w hich includes local option; the 
creation of a liquor control board; 
th e property tran sfer contract un­ 
d e r aged aid; a low er 
age limit 
for aged aid; 
th e 
creation of a 
S tate Housing A uthority; the ta k ­ 
ing over of the 
San 
Francisco 
harbor; rrtorc 
m oney 
for 
the 
Golden G ate Exposition; soil ero­ 
sion; 
agricultural 
m arketing; 
state parks; 
duties of assessors; 
loans to U niversity students; de­ 
ficiency 
judgm ents; 
itinerant 
m erchants; horse racing; th e Col­ 
orado R iver board; the sale of 
w ater; the C entral Valley project; 
increases in salaries for S tate em ­ 
ployees; th e creation 
of a Land 
Classification Commission; indus­ 
trial loans; m otor vehicles (elev­ 
en bills!); 
letting 
Los 
Angeles 
build an exposition building; avi­ 
ation 
units 
for 
the 
N ational 
G uard; letting th e H ighw ay P a­ 
trol 
accept 
bail; 
paym ent 
of 
S tate w arrants in 
legal tender; 
O range C ounty flood control dis­ 
trict bonds; 
special 
assessm ent 
district bonds; 
sales tax exem p­ 
tions; narcotics; hospitals; State 
lands; utilities; and tideland d rill­ 
ing. 
Look over the list! 
I don’t see 
m any subjects the G overnor miss­ 
ed. 
I om itted a few. W hat em er­ 
gency is there in creating a po­ 
sition to pay $10,000 a year, as 
Fire M arshall, recently given to 
the form er husband of a movie 
star, and to give 
him a couple 
hundred 
thousand 
to 
spend? 
W here is the “extraordinary oc­ 
casion" in changing the boundar­ 
ies of G am e 
D istrict 1-G, or in 
changing the tim e for 
catching 
yellow tail and w hite sea bass, or 
reducing th e speed 
limit when 
driving past the V eterans' Hospi­ 
tal at Saw telle? 
Most of tne m atters w ere be­ 
fore us in the regular session just 
ended; there will be another ses­ 
sion com ing up in eleven months. 
The attitu d e of th e m em bers of 
the Legislature is best indicated 
by the general com m ents in the 
halls of th e Capitol, and in the 
hotel lobbies, and by two actions 
which took place this m orning on 
convening. 
The Senate

G arland is the "No. 1 Purgee" on 
the G overnor’s purge list for the 
coming election. 
As one colum n­ 
ist comm ented, “Oh purge, w here 
is thy sting?" The new Speaker's 
first “official 
act" 
after 
being 
sworn in, was to reach under the 
Speaker’s desk and literally yank 
loose from its connections the d i­ 
rect telephone to the G overnor's 
office, w hich his predecessor had 
used so continuously in the reg u ­ 
lar session. 
The phone w as rem ­ 
iniscent of the days of the "King 
Fish" in Louisiana, w hen H uey 
Long ran the Legislature there by 
"rem ote control.” For some rea­ 
son, the citizens of C alifornia do 
not take kindly to dictatorships, 
and G arland's 
action 
probably 
represented the 
feelings 
of the 
people of the State. 
It is m y opinion th a t the ses­ 
sion w ill not last longer than one 
week, and that no bills th at can­ 
not justify the term “em ergency 
legislation" will be acted upon. I 
go now to a joint session of both 
houses, to hear 
the 
G overnor’s 
address, and this letter m ust be 
prepared and mailed before that 
is ended. 
I know th at he will 
ask for $95,500,000 for relief for 
the rem aining 17 m onths “unless 
the Legislature 
accedes 
to his 
suggestions 
for 
restrictions” in 
which case it will be $30,000,000 
less. I hope you read th at state­ 
m ent carefully! 
On m y desk is a m em orandum 
which I m ay read in th e Senate 
before the week is over. It be­ 
gins: "W hat is happening to the 
deserving individual 
o r 
family 
that m ust look to 
the 
State of 
California for assistance, 
due to 
conditions produced 
by 
unem ­ 
ployment? 
Any consideration of 
relief m ust have for its prim ary 
purpose the finding of an answ er 
to this question.” 
We hope to find 
at 
least the 
start to an intelligent solution ol 
the unem ploym ent problem , be­ 
fore we leave Sacram ento. 
I ex ­ 
pect to w rite on this point next 
week. 
So, w ith this 
hasty 
preview, 
let’s leave the 
Legislature 
and

a w eek.

leave the Legislature in the old
